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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), 

which papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Double Patenting 

A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds 
its support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents 
or discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." 
(Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an 
invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 
U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and 
In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be 
overcome by canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer 
coextensive in scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a 
double patenting rejection based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

Claims 1-9 of this application conflict with claims 1-9 of Application No. 

10/675,998 (now U.S. Pat. 6,940,404 B2). 37 CFR 1.78(b) provides that when 

two or more applications filed by the same applicant contain conflicting claims, 

elimination of such claims from all but one application may be required in the 

absence of good and sufficient reason for their retention during pendency in 

more than one application. Applicant is required to either cancel the conflicting 

claims from all but one application or maintain a clear line of demarcation 

between the applications. See MPEP § 822. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: 
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Balch et al (U.S. Pat. 5,640,693) discloses an electronic article 
surveillance (EAS) system includes a pulsed transmitter, a linear power amplifier 
having active devices for linear amplification of signals input and a controller for 
energizing the linear power amplifier active devices corresponding with 
transmitter pulsations. More specifically, Balche et al discloses that the linear 
power amplifier is driven by the power supply. However, Balche et al does not 
indicate that the power supply is used by the camera high frequency signal 
source. 

McBride (U.S. Pat. 6,812,970) discloses a video camera system employs 
a standard flood lamp housing enclosing a video camera, an AC power line 
enconder, a power supply and a single conductor screw-in type AC electrical 
fitting. The video camera captures a video signal. The encoder modulates signal 
over the AC power line, demodulates signal and directs its output to a video 
monitor. In this reference, image signal is transmitted on the power line and the 
video camera draws power from the power line.
